CHAPTER XI. 
Konrad IH ...1137-1152 

Heinrleh the Proud fully expected to 
have been chosen King of the Romans, 
but ho had offended most of his party, 
even the Pope himself, and Konrad 
was eleeted. There was a hattle be- 
tween Konrad and Helnrlch's brother 
Welf, at the foot of Welnsberg, a hill 
crowned with s. castle, on the banitK 
of the Neckar, and in this "Welf" and 
"Wnibllng" were first used as war- 
cries. The victory fell to Konvad, and 
he besieged the castle until those 
within offered to surrender. All the 
men were to be made prisoners, but 
the women were to go away In peace, 
with as much of her treasure as she 
could carry- All Konrad's army was 
drawn up to leave tree pnSHnge for the 
ladles, the Emperor at their head, 
when, behold, a wonderful procession 
came down the hill. Each woman car- 
ried nn her tack her greatest treasure 
—husband, Hon, father, or brother ! 
Some were angry at this as a trick ; 
but Konrad was touehed, granted safe- 
ty to all, and not only gave freedom 
to the men, hut sent the women back 
to fetch the wealth they had left be- 
hind. The hill was called Weibertrue, 
or Woman's Truth ; and in 1820 
Charlotte. Pueen of Wurtemberg, with 
the other ladies of Germany, built an 
asylum there for poor women who 
have been noted for self-eacrlllelng 
acts of love. Heinrleh the Proud was 
reduced, and his two dukedoms taken 
away, Bavaria being given to Leopold, 
Margrave of Austria, and Saxony to 
Albrecht the Bear, already Count of 
the Borders; but when Heinrleh died, 
Konrad gave back Saxony to his son 
Heinrleh the Lion, and Alhreeht the 
Benr became margrave of a new bor- 
der county beyond Saxony, ealled 
Brandenhurg, whleh he conquered 
from the Wends. 

Germany had had little to do with 
the first crusade as a nation, though 
the noble and excellent Gottfried of 
Bouillon. Duke of Lorraine, had been 
Its leader, and first King of Jerusalem. 
But when St. Bernard preached the 
second crusade, Konrad tool; the cross, 
and went with an army of 70,000 men. 
They went by way of Constantinople, 
and in the wild hills of Asia Minor 
were led astray by Jheir guides, 
starved and distressed, and when tbe 
Turks set upon them at lconlum, there 
was such a slaughter that only 7,000 
were left. Konrad went on and joined 
the host of King Ijouis V. of Prance 
at Nieea, almost alone, save for the 
knights from Provence, who bad Join- 
ed tbe French army, and whom Louis 
sent to form a train for their own 
Emperor. Together they landed at 
Antioch and besieged Damascus, 
where Konrad showed grcnt valor, 
and is said to have cut off the head 
and nrm of a Turk wiih uiie blow of 
bis sword. But they conld not take 
the city, and, disgusted with the 
falsehood and treaehery of the dwell- 
ers In the Holy Land, Konrad return- 
ed home, nnd died three years after, 
In 1152. He was the first Kaiser -who 
used the double eagle as his standard.

"Boys," said Staff-Capt. Archibald,

•Blon, "I've Just come from holding the 
hand of a dying man who Lold me that 
he had spent about forty years of his 
life in prisons, that be had served sin 
well, and that there was 'nutbin' in 

And as the Staff-Captain told the 
story, the words, 

" Nutl.in' In It," 
burned down Into the heart of one 
fellow who wna broke, and who had 
just spent four years In Kingston 
Penitentiary. As he left the mission 
the words ."nuthln' in It" were keeplug 
time to his step, to the gongs of the 
street cars, to the call of the newsies, 
io the hum of humanity. But he was 
hungry, he was weary, lie had little 



at stake, the world hated criminals, 
he was alone. Stepping to a ■ shoe 
store he took a pair of shoes, and 
tucked them under his coat. Then 
I be words "nuthln' In it" burned afresh 
In strange, unnatural light. He stole 
around, slipped the shoes on the stand 
again, and hurried back to Staff-Capt. 
Arehlbald again and told all. 

To-day he Is a trusted coachman for 
a leading citizen, snd ho often thinks 
of the time when, not so long ago, the 
voice erled out from beyond the grave. 
"Boys, there's nuthln' In it." — Charlie 
Churner. 

THE DANGEROUS MAN. 

Horace (we will call him) was a 
very hardened criminal when first I 
met him, some fifteen months ago. 
This lad, from his earliest recollection, 
had been taught by his parents to 
steal. He told me that many a time 
he was whipped severely because he 
had not brought home sufiietent money 
for them to huy their liquor. At an 
early age both his parents died drunk- 
ards, and Horace found himself toss- 
ing ou a sea of an unfriendly world. 

At the age of eloven he reeelved his 
first conviction for theft, and since 
then, up to the 26th day of June, 1900, 
he has served no less than 19 years, 
4 months, and 6 days In the various 
prisons and reformatories. Horace Is 
now only 38 years old. Stripes, lashes, 
dungeons, and the severest punish- 
ments that could be Inflicted for in- 
subordination, or the violation of prl- 
sou discipline, never made him shed a 
tear or repent In his wayward and 
downward course. Horace's joints 
are all loose, and rattle from the ef- 
fects of being strung up for hours for 
his refusing to obey the prison govern- 
ment All these things had no effect 
upon him, and he was regarded by the 
prison officials as 

A Dangerous Man and Hard to 
Manage. 

Horace otteu attended Divine wor- 
ship Et the various prisons, but never 
entered (when he was outside) a mis- 
sion or church without the object of 
touching someono's pocket-book. Thus 
poor Horace's life was being spent 
year after year, without Christ In the 
world. 

At one of our meetings, during the 
month of April, 1900, Horace ,was 
visibly moved upon as I talked of the 
suffering of Christ "from the garden 
to the cross." I shall never forget 
hlin at the eloae of (he meeting. He 
rose to his feet to address the men 
In his own way, saying : 

"Boys, I am going to take a tumble 
to-night. I never knew anything 
about religion, I never thought any- 



thing about it. When I would sea 
men praying and. lifting up their faces, 
I was always very much amused, for 
It reminded me of a dog barking a- 
galnst the moon ; but I have a 
presentiment bene to-night that this 
religion is a square thing, and had I 
had It years ago, I would not be the 
poor devil in the prison cell aE I am 
no-night, I don't know how to pray, 
I don't know anything about It. But, 
boys, I am going to take a tumble 
h»re to-nieht." 

At the close of the meeting I shook 
hands with this poor fellow, and as- 
sured him I would pray for him. 

That night, In his cell, Horace tried 
to pray, but, as he Bald he did not 
feel much like It, he laid down on 
his cot. Some time through the night 
(he related this to me the next day) 
he had a vision, or dream, of tbe 
Saviour. "To me," said Horace, "He 
looked all goodness and love." 

."I was standing outside the most 
lovely garden I ever saw. So many 
rare and wonderful plants and flowers 
that I never set my eyes on before. 
The Saviour was standing In the midst 
of the garden, having a water-spray 
in His hand with whleh He was water- 
ing the plants. 

"He never noticed me standing with- 
out, the srariien watching Him. By- 
nnd-bye He turned HIb face and look- 
ed on me with such compassion and 
Iuvb. He never spoke a word, but. 
His look hroke my heart. Boys, I 
awakened and found myself weeping, 
and there and then I got down on my 
knees, and as I knelt I found pardon, 
and peace came into my soul." 

For fifteen months after this Horace 
bas enjoyed the confidence of the 
prison .officials, having been given a 
clerkship eight months ago, on ac- 
count, of his good conduct. In the 
meantime I found a sister of his living 
In British Columbia, whom Horace had 
not met or heard tell of for twenty- 
three years. 

I was ri'ad to find her a good 
Christian woman. Her hushand, he- 
fng a foreman In one of the mills, was 
willing to give Horace a situation on 
his diseharge from prison. 

Poor Horace's heart welled up with- 
in him with gratitude as he took a 
t.ieket. when boarding the train for 
Vancouver, with tho parting remark, 
"This must come from God." 

There are many incidents and ad- 
ventures In his life, which he related 
to me, but time and space will not 
allow their relating. This Is a woe 
derful trophy of the mercy and grace 
of God.— W, A.

Not very long ago the son of a mag- 
istrate In a northern town came to 
Toronto to work for his uncle. The 
hoys gave him the glad hand, and 
told htm be was the whole thing, and 
he blew his coin, for he found it nice 
to be called a good fellow. One day 
he went broke, and the chaps all gave 
him the frosty mitt when he tried to 
make a touch, ao he forged for $40 in 
his uncle's name and waB arrested. 

He said he was very sorry, nnd 
pleaded for another chance, but uncle 
had a heart as big as a peanut and 
as hard as Plymouth rock. The boy's 
face blanched as Magistrate Denison 
said "Nine months," A father In the 
north was seized with paralysis, 
which lasts to this day, and a mother 
grew grey hairs, wrinkles, and crow's 
feet with hot-house rapidity. 

Not so long ago an employer of 
labor got up In a Toronto church and 
told them all how good be wns. and 
how hiB heart was aching to help the 
under dog, and when the nine months* 
sentence expired this under dog was 
directed to this man who had tho 
aching heart, but he said :

N the afternoon of the next 
day I waa sent for to go 
down to this place, as they 
had not been able to break 
ui> the meeting. They had 
been obliged to Leave the 
school-house, to give place to 
the school; but hnd removed 
to a private house near by, where I 
found a number of persons still too 
anxious, and too much loaded down 
with conviction to go to their homes. 
These were soon subdued hy the word 
of God, and I helieve all obtained a 
hope hefore they went home. Ob- 
serve, I was a total stranger in that 
place, had never seen or heard of It, 
until as I have related. But here, at 
my second vlBit, I learned that the 
place was called Sodom, by reason of 
its wickedness, and the old man who 
Invited me was called Lot, because lie 
was the only professor of religion In 
the pls.ee. After this manner the re- 
vival broke out in thla neighborhood, 
I have not been in thin neighborhood 
for many years; hut in 1856, I think, 
while laboring in Syracuse, N.T., ] 
was introduced to a minister of Christ 
from St. Lawrence County, by the 
name of CrosB. He said to me, 'Mr. 
Finney, you don't know me; but do 
You remember 

Preaching In a Place Called Sodom ?' 
I said. 'I shall never forget it.' He 
replied, 'I was then a young man, 
and was converted at that meeting.' 
He is still living, a pastor in one of 
the churches In that county, and is 
the father of the principal of our pre- 
paratory department. Those who have 
lived in that region can testify to 
the permanent results of that bleSBed 
revival. I can only give in words a 
feeble description of that wonderful 
manifestation of power from on high 
attending the preaching of tho 
Word." 

The time had now come when bin 
experience fn the things of God was to 
he deepened. He says : "During this 
winter (lo43) the Lord gave my soul 
a very thorough overhauling and fresh 
baptism of His Spirit. This winter, 
in particular, my mind "as exceeding- 
ly exercised on the question of per- 
sonal holiness; and in respect to the 
state of tha church, their want of 
power with God. I gave myself to a 
great deal c-f prayer. I arose at four 
o'clock, and generally spent the time 
in prayer until hreakfast, at eight 
o'clock. M; dayB were spent, as far 
as I could find time, in searching the 
Scriptures. I read nothing else all 
winter hut my Bible, and a great dear 
of It seemed new to me. The whole 
Scriptures seemed to me all ablaze 
with light, .md not only light, hut it 
seemed ae if God's word waB Instinct 
with the very life of God. 

" After praying in thiB way for 
weeks and months, the thought that I 
mlEht he deceiving myself, when It 
first occurred to me, stung me almost 
like an adder. It created a pang that 
I cannot describe. The passages of 
Scripture that occurred to me, in that 
direction, for a few months greatly 
increased my distress. But directly 
I was enabled to fall hack upon the 
will of God. I said to the Lord, that 
If He saw that It was wise and best, 
and that His honor demanded that I 
should be left to be deluded and go 
down to hell, I accepted His will, and 
I said to Him, 'Do with me as seemeth 
Tune goud.' 

Fuller Consecration. 
"Just before this occurrence, I had 
a great struggle to consecrate myself 
to God in a higher sense than I bad 
ever herore seen to be my duty, or 
conceived as possible. I had often 
hefore laid my family upon the altar 
of God, and left them there to be dis- 
posed of at His discretion. But at this 
time, that I now speak of, I had a 
great struggle ahout giving up my 
wife to the will of Ood. She was In 
v?ry feehle health, and It waB evident 
that she could not live long. I had 
never before seen so clearly what 1b 
implied in laying her, and all that I 
possessed, upon the altar of Ocd ; 
and for hours I struggled upon my 
Uneas to give" up, unqualifiedly, to the 
will of God. But I taoai myself tin- 



ahle to do it. I was so shocked and 
surprised at this that I pereplred Jro- 
fusely with agony. I struggled, and 
prayed, and prayed, until I was ex- 
hausted, and still found myself unable 
to give altogether up to God'B will, 
In such a way as to make no objec- 
tion to His disposing of her as He 
pleaBed. But, as I eald, I was enabled, 
after struggling a few moments with 
this discouragement and bitterness, 
which I havo since attributed to the 
fiery dart of Satan, to fall back in a 
deeper sense than I had aver done 
before upon the infinitely-blessed and 
perfect will of God. I then told the 
Lord that I bad confidence in Him ; 
tha» I was perfectly willing to give 
myself, my wife and family, all to be 
disposed of according to HlB own wis- 
dom. I then had a deeper view of 



erclBes or my mind. My prayers were 
swallowed up in the will of God. or 
course, my mind was too full of the 
subieet to preach anything except a 
full and present salvation In the Lord 
Jesus Christ. My soul waa wedded to 
Christ In a sense whleh I had never 
had any thought or conception of 
hefore. That passage, "My grace is 
sufficient for thee,' meant bo much. 
I could underatand the prophet when 
he said, 'His name shall be called 
Wonderful, Counaellor, tho Mighty 
God, ' the Everlasting Father, the 
Prince of Peace.' " 

Greater Usefulness. 
After this Mr. Finney was more use- 
ful than ever. He held revivals In 
Rochester, Birmingham, London, Bol- 
ton, and Boston. In tho latter place 
it 1b estimated that not TBBS than Ave 
thousand persons were convert- 
ed. In these places the educated 
and more intelligent part of the com- 
munity, as usual, w^re brought to 
Christ under his labors. Whllo labor 
ing in a certain town a friend of his 
showed him through a factory. He

I spent 

A Long Time upon My Knees 
considering the matter over, and giv- 
ing up everything to tho will of God;

Of all the glorious work wrought

"I shall never forget whut a seal 
I passed through one day in my room 
at Dr. Lansing's. The Lord showed 
me, as in a vision, what waa before 
me. He drew so near to me, wlule 
I was engaged in prayer, that my 
fiesh literally trembled on ray bonea, 
I shook from head to foot, under a full 
sence of the preaenee of God. At first, 
and for a time it seemed mora ]Ug 
helng on the top of Slnal, aralflut lis 
full tbunderlngs, than In the presence 
of the cross of Christ. 

"Never in my life that ! rcwBs^ 
was I so awed and humbled before 
God as then. Nevertheless. Instead of 
feeling like fleeing, I seemed drawn 
nearer and nearer to God—seemed to 
draw nearer to that Presence T&hieb 
filled me with sueb unutterable awe 
and trembling. After a season ot 
grcst humiliation before lllm. then 
came a great lifting up. God assured 
me that He would be with me anil 
uphold me ; that no opposition should 
prevail against me; that I had no- 
thing to do, in regard to all this matter, 
but to keep about my work, and ualt 
for the salvation of Clod." 

Tho Peer Of Ministers. 

"We have heard the most celebrated 
ministers of the United SLates mi 
Canada, and we regard Mr. Finney ae 
the peer of them all. Like Saul, he 
was head and shoulders above all tie 
men of his age. In person, be 
was tail and commanding. Wnen 
roused in the pulpit there was 8» 
awful majesty In his appearance that 
at times made the heart stand stilus 
the people to tremble as by the ter- 
rors of an earthquake. He was pos- 
sessed of au InteiiecL of almost iXmiu- 
less versatility. He was a very Elijah 
in boldness and nwfulness of denunci- 
ation. But In tenderness and lovs he 
was as the disciple that leaned on the 
bosom of Jesus. And. like these hotj 
men, there will he none of his like to 
come after him. 

"The power of the Holy Spirit upon' 
him was equal to tho greatness of the 
faculties Inspired. The vastneas o! 
his sensibility caused blm to feel the 
truth ob if It were a consuming lire 
in his hones. Where others had but 
faint views, truth rose before him 
like mountains on mountains; such 
was the power of his perceptive fac- 
ulties. 

"His sympathy with Christ was as 
that of a twin brother. Ka marvel 
that he eame among the people as fl 
revelation from heaven; and no mar- 
vel that people eame hundreds of 
miles to hear and witness the won- 
ders of his revivals. He had the 
power of walking Into men's con- 
' scleneea like an angel with a flaming 
sword. His ability to read the char- 
acter of wen was startling. Mam* e 
man waB stricken under conviction 
hy one look from these searching eyta. 
His sermons to Christians reveal his 
remarkable power of analysis. These 
sermons would Bometlmcs drive near- 
Iv m whole church into the- enquiry- 
room. In the realm of law and moral 
government, it 1b doubtful If this 
country has had Ms equal since the 
days of the elder Edwards. If you 
would know his logical powers, read 
his reviews of his reviewers. It was 
his logical reasoning that gave nun 
such great success with lawyers. 

"B^t transcending all else wns ws 
spiritual power. His experience In 
the heights and depths of the spiritual 
life was paBt description. ih°=<> 
mighty prayers that moved heaven 
and earth caused people to say, Jw 
matter what he wanted of God, n« 
could get It for the asking.' " 

He died Aug. 16, 1875, racking two 
weeks of having completed eSb elgwy« 
third year.

It is the 
time when every wood and forest, dale and garden, 
thrill with the music from God's own orchestra, 
It is the time when flowers, wild and cultured, 
fill tie air with a sweeter perfume than 
all the druggists of the earth can muster. It Is 
the time when the kind Hand of Beneficence 
replenishes the storehouse from abundant harvest 
of grain and fruit. It Is the time when the child- 
ren find a very Heaven in the toy-things God 
has strewn In the meadows, or spread upon the 
shores of lake and sea ; the time when the aged 
are wheeled into the garden, or sit In the door- 
way to give their blessing to the gladness of earth.

So it Is with tbe Summer of the soul. How 
men have ftruggled to get away from these noon- 
day rays, shining straight from the sun of God. 
What early awakenings t-> a Blumbering conscience 
they have hrought. Who great and burning truths 
upon the mile-stones of the downward track they 
have revealed. How th y have caught the very 
promises, and warnings, and entreaties from the 
Bible, and In sunbeams spun them across your 
way, that, although you would not read the blessed 
Book for yourself, you should know what God 
has Bald, 

Light Is sight, and reveals to the mind through 
the naked eye what no language could ever convey. 
You might talk for ever to a blind man in explan- 
ation of the difference hetween pink and blue, 
and he would he none the wiser ; but take away 
the "darkness of his hllndness, and let him see, 
and he immediately knews all about it, and can 
never forget It. Light from Heaven has come 
through the darkuess of your bliud eyes, and sliowu 
you that which no minister, nr child of His. could 
ever ilo. It has shown you yourself and state, 
just as you are, as Summer shows us nature. 
Autumnal tints, however pretty, are deeeptlve, and 
bear in their rich colorings In trutb hut the evid- 
ences of decay. The flushed glory la, in reality, 
nature's last raiiy before the dying of the year. 
It Is only In Summer we see the earth as it truly 
Is. So With tho Summer which hBB passed over 
your soul — 

YOU CAN NEVER FORGET IT. 
Your own mother, who loved you dearly, even when 
she was dying, could not have told you half so 
clearly Just where you were wrong as it did do ; 
the sin that has cursed you, the companion or 
companions who have entangled you and dragged 



;. on into a thousand evil practices which, apart 
irom them, you would have escaped. The neglected 
duties to home and children, the husband or the 
wife ; the promises, beautiful and sacred, the 
best and highest utteranees of your life, made, 
perhaps, by the marriage altar, perhaps on your 
knees when the sun of Christ's faca turned your 
tears Into jewels ; perhaps on your way through 
the cemetery, when every thud of the iron bell 
beat regret and repentance out of your soul. Beau- 
tiful promises — some to God — some to God and 
men — they would have turned the whole course of 
your life and piled up rewards, and palms, and 
crowns for you after death If they had been kept, 
but they were broken ! What a dark agony their 
memory makes in the heart as tbe light of Heaven 
hrlngs them up, one by one, and you shrink from 
tbe torturing truths they declare. As It Is In the 
nature of an Inflamed eye to close from the 
brightness of day, so men love darkness rather 
than light because their deeds are evil, and men 
condemn and call cruel the revelations which 
show them their true condition, forgetting God's 
light Is kind. He shows ns our sins that He may 
wash them away ; gives us to feel how low 
down we are that He may lift us up, and reveals 
the perils and dangers which overtake us on our 
wayward Journey that He may draw us to the 
plaee of safety made In His wounds. 

Tossed on the troubled waters of a moonless 
sen, two boat-loads or bewildered, terrified seamen 
told a shipwreck's awrul tale. The waves which 
had lashed their abandoned vessel, and left her 
to sink upon the hidden reef, foretold little mercy 
for the smaller crofts with their freight of Im- 
mortal souls. Great crossseas and unwarnlng 
ground-swells threatened every moment to Bwamp 
the little boats. But the worst of all. In the 
hlackuess of the night, to steer a true and safe 
course became an Impossibility. Suddenly, when 
the waves seemed highest, and destruction surest, 
lights, bright and many, gleamed forth around 
them, and, to the seamen's delight, they found 
that they wore In phosphorescent waters — each 
perilous wave being crested with a radiance which 
robbed it of its surest doom, for, though the 
hreakers were cruel, and rocks and shoals spread 
danger all around, by taking their course from 
the lights which rested upon the breasts of their 
destroyers, the perils were escaped, and the fragile 
skiffs steered safely luto harbor.

While the world has treated you well, and aoolety 
has praised, and your business has prospered, 
nml the stocks have hrought In good dividends, 
and the home has &con full of luxury, and the 



children well land strong, then you may have found 
it easy to dispense with Qod and goodness, and 
join hands, and dance, and make merry with \he 
unbeliever. You argued It was unwise (o be too par- 
ticular with wbat class you mixed, or as to who 
rliould be your friends, and gave happily and 
E^nercus y lo the questionable, the gay, and the 
godleis, But things changed, or something hap- 
pened which changed you and your feelings very 
considerably — your fortune perished, and with It 
the good opinion of those on whose shallow friend- 
ship you tried to feed your spirit ; or perhaps 
slander got on your track, and people pointed at 
the cottage In which you lived ; or the heavy 
feet of death found the nursory, and tarried by 
the cot of the sweetest lamh of the fold ; or your 
boy, the first-born. In whom you centred all your 
hopes, turned out a prodigal ; or maybe health 
suddenly failed, and where you used to leap up the 
staircase, now you have to hold to the banister ; 
or perhaps the flowers, the fields, and the skies 
never seem so fair heeauae the eyes which used 
to rest upon them with yours slept in the cradle 
of the grave long ago. I do not know, and so I 
cannot say whleh happening mantled in blaek 
the sky In your case and rumhled the thunders 
of startling forebodings o'er your head, hut I know 
It was a hot day of trial, and the thirsts came on 
— thirst for the knowledge of some treasure above, 
when all uiat could be heard of the business waa 
crash ! crash ! Thirst for the unchanging 
comfort and all - ahle protection of Him, 
Who was more than Parent when mo- 
ther died. I heard of a little girl the 
other day, who was being dressed to attend the 
funeral of her mother. When the black frock was 
brought, the child cried, " Oh, don't dress me In 
black ; put me a white dress on, and tie my hair 
with white rihhon, and let me wear white shoes 
— all in white — I shall he so mueh more like the 
land where mother has gone." 

Oh, in the heat of that affliction, was not this 
ihc thirst of your parched soul? Did you want 
anv more of tho faflhions or the world, the looks of 
the world, or the wrongs of the world ? Did Its 
charms have any fascination for you? Could Its 
empty patties dry the boiling tears ? Did not 
every want found within your broken heart voice. 
" Lei my soul be clad hi the. robe of righteousness, 
my brow wear the crown of peace, and my feet 
put oi! the preparations of the Gosoel, that, all 
In white, I may bo more like the land where iny 
loved one has gone"? Oh, beautiful thirst, liorn 
of the hot day of trial to drive us to God. Is the 
Summer to end with you still unsaved ?

Aa- Summer is 
THE SEASON WHEN THE P.AYS Cr THC S'JN 

ARE MOST DIRECT 
upon the earth, so our spiritual Summer is when the 
sou' Isbrought Into most direct contact with God and 
salvation. I have heard people speak very strougly 
against excitement, or even emotion, when associ- 
ated with the conversion of the soul. They say It 
Is likely to make a man aet too uutckly In a matter 
requiring bo much time and thought, and that it 
is wrong of thOBe who are engaged In soul-saving 
work to rush men over such an Important step. 
The other day. In a railway car, a gentleman 
spoke to me In this way ; he said that he did 
not helleve in taking that step (n haste. I replied 
I thought that was the only way to taki It ; that 
"the King's business required haste." and that 
I did not think a man could be too quick in gettiug 
his soul lifted from the cesspool of iniquity Into 
the springs of purl*y ; that ein I? like disease, 
the longer it is with us the more complete its 
destruction. I said, " If, on your return to-night, 
the sky was hrlght with the reflection of a great 
fire, and you heard the roaring of the wind in 
conflict with flame and timber, and on turning the 
corner of your street you saw that the crowd had 
gathered around, an-d the hose was playing upon 
your own house, one thought would run like burn- 
ing lava through your brain — It would be the wife 
and children within. The number of seconds It 
would take to get your feet from the top of that 
street to the bottom, where your home stood, 
would not be many. With your face pale with 
excitement and horror, and wet with the sweat 
of haste, you would rush right in.

Presentation of the First Army Flag by Mrs. General Booth. 




Comrades, before reading ihls 
article, let your minds go back to 
those eErly days, when a few men and 
women went out into the world, to 
become a peculiar people for Christ's 
sake.. Some people still laugh and 
wonder at our adoption of military 
waye. But think what it must have 
been when for the first time a reli- 
gious order called themselves soldiers, 
and then picture the excitement that 
was caused at Ceveatry when the Mis- 
sion Workers became soldiers of the 
Salvation Army, and announced that 
Mrs. Booth was going to present them 
with a. flag, round which they were to 
rally and flght. 

The First F'39 Carefully Kept and 
Nursed. . 

The woman leader was bewildered, 
knowing as she did nothing of military 
matters. What were the colors to he? 
What had she to do? No one eoulo 
tell her— no one knew— in the rush, 
no time to And out, oo she trusted to 
God to pull her through the ordeal. 
The sister was told that she was to 
take the greatest care or the co.ors, 
and to get a cover made for taem. 
Not having the leaBt Idea how the 
flag was to he used, and very nerv- 
ous that it might get spoilt, she took 
such care of it that it was never 
used. Only left in a comer, wrapped 
up. 
The Size of a Pocket Handkerchief. 

The flag, about the size of a gen- 
tleman's poeket handkerchief, was pre- 
sented to the woman leader before a 
vast crowd. 

As Mrs. General Booth entered the 
building, a crowd of men and women 
greeted her; tiers of people Immedl- 
aleiy in Iront, and on the left and on 
the 'right. Singular of construction, 
and marvelously adapted for crowd- 
ing, waa that factory. The place 
seemed rull. and yet for an hour peo- 
ple poured in and stowed themselves 
away, joining in a moment In the 
happy swing. They wept and sang In 
turns, and sometimes uoth, while Mrs. 
Booth explained the Cleaning of tbe 
Yellow. Red, and Bins, and ef the 
motto, "Blood and' I ire." The fol- 
lowing day, Mrs. Bonth, standing on 
a form, holding the flag, addressed 
an Immense crowd In tbe open air. A 
poor drunkard confessed that as he 
saw her standing there, and heard 
her burning words, he felt he must 
rush forward and sivc himself to God. 
This hrother, now o.i the verge of 
eternity, never tires of telling how 
God's message came to him through 
our Army mother, snd we believe 
that till the very end that picture of 
Mrs. Booth, holding our first flag, will 
be before his eyes. 

The Salvation Factory and Our First 
Spire. 

Up to this time our woman leader 
and her fellow-workers had carried 
on the work against great difficulties, 
ho'ding the meetings in a theatre, a 
pork shop, sometimes In a kitchen, 
and now and then in a mission hall; 
still they had been greatly blessed, 
gaining for God many wonderful 
trophies; drunkards, pigeon-flyers, 
swearers, gamblers, unbelievers. 
Their followers had Increased so 
greatly that the General felt the great 
need of a fixed place of worship, eo 
the factory waa taken at tbe eost of 
£600. The Factory was the most 
wonderful piece of property we ever 
acquired, seats for 1,200 op. the main 
floor, where the meetings were held, 
and room to seat 1,500 at least. The 
floor below contains an evangelists' 
homo, and a number of rooms where 
a whole school of prophets might live. 
The main portion o£ the basement Is 
a room where 400 at a time can eom- 
fortably sit down to tea. There Is a 
garden, a yard; and a tall ehlmney 
(our flrst spire!).

HOUSE PLANTS FOR THE

The best time to get decorative 
plants to be grown Indoors during tho 
winter, is early in September. At 
that season artificial heat and light, 
moist temperature have been dis- 
pensed with, and plants are growing 
more naturally than at nny other time 
of the year. There are hut few which 
one can expect to grow well In the 
houBe in winter. Tbe aspidistra is, a 
plant whieh cannot be killed by ordin- 
ary ueglect. Give It all the water it 
needs, an occasional application of 
fertilizer, and a reasonable amount of 
light. The agave is a stalely plant, 
and a well-grown specimen always at- 
tracts attention. For the hnll It will 
be found quite as ornamentnl ne a 
nalm. Because or tbe eenil-EUCculani 
nature of ithe foliage it will n^ re- 
quire much water except when it." 
growing. Asparagus Sprengr-crl Is an- 
other plant wblch growB as well lor 
the veriest amateur as it docs for tho 
owner of a greenhouse. Plant it in 
a soil of rich loam, and give t a iu> 
eral allowance of wnter when tt needs 
It, o. shady plaeo to grow in, and a 
frequent shower-bath. Begonias are 
not often classed. among the very ro- 
bust plants, but there is om > ™riety 
which I have found sure to grow wen 
under difficulties. This varlcto 'IB »■ 
argentca guttata, alve M. a soUe* 
sandy loairi, well drained. Be careful 
not to over-water, but shower ! t fr* 
quently^Bbeft H. Rex ford " \^T 
Ladles 7 Home Journal tor September.

THE HYGIENE CLASS. 



CHAPTER V, 

An imoctod Parlor. — But we nave 
not seeu all yet. Here is the parlor, 
with Its close, fusty smell, and its 
chilly dampness. An "odor of sanc- 
tity" pervades the place. It is sacred 
to use on great occasions, wben Its 
death-dealing wihIIb are made to wit- 
ness the still more deadly depredations 
or a fashionable festival. Upon Its 
cold walls are condensed the steam 
from the kitchen and wash-room, and 
the organic filth carried with It. 
"What makes the wells of my parlor 
sweat bo ?" has been asked me many 
times by houBekeeperB who were nn- 
noyed by the dampness of their parlor 
wallH unri ceilings, often giving rise to 
moid and mildew. The explanation Is 
already given. The sunshine never 
gets into the sacred corner of the 
dwelling, or at most, only a glimmer 
now and then. Its walls are never 
disinfected by the sun's full, warm 
rays. Hence its allr is constantly 
charged with death-dealing properties, 
which are. ready to exhibit their po- 
tency whenever favorable opportunity 
affords. 

A QeathTrap.— And there la the 
parlor bed-room, a veritable death- 
trap, containing all the dangers en- 
umerated for the contiguous apart- 
ments and more. How many useful 
clergymen have been sacrificed at the 
very height of their usefulness by 
Incarceration In pome of these Incan- 
Itary bed-rooms ? How many itiner- 
ant missionaries have arisen after a 
night spent In sucb a place, with 
rheumatism or consumption fastened 
upon them ! 

Unhealthful Sloping Rooms. — Let 
us ascend to the upper part of the 
house. Here, you may say, we sball 
find a better condition of things," No 
kitchen with Its foul smells, no pantry 
with its decomposing food, less dust, 
and no wood-boxes ; hut we must not 
congratulate ourselves too soon. Here 
is an open stairway In direct commun- 
ication with the lower rooms ; and 
the heated air from below, which 
aBcendB to the apartments above, car- 
ries with It Its gleanings from cellar, 
Blnk, pantry, dusty carpets, moldy 
walls, fermenting wood-boxes, and the 
various contributions to the Insanitary 
conditions of the house, so that the up- 



per rooms become a receptacle for the 
overflow from below. Closets, garrets, 
and unventilated rooms In the upper 
part of a house become, In time, 
charged with mo3t virulent onemles 
to health. 

What's Under the House 7— We 
have not finished our Indoor Inspec- 
tion ; but we must hasten, so let us 
make a survey of the exterior. But 
before we pass to the outside, let ua 
pause a moment to ascertain the 
cause of that peculiar sickening odor 
which seems to emanate from the 
hall. The occupants of the houBe say 
they noticed a bad smell there last 
Fall, and now as the warm days of 
Spring are coming on, It has re-ap- 
peared. What Is it ? Each member 
of the family has sniffed It, and scold- 
ed at it, and echoed, "What is It V a 
hundred times. It Is not moldy wallB, 
nor full wood-boxes ; gas In the sink- 
pipe, nor decaying vegetables In the 
cellar ; sournesB from the pantry, nor 
ancient dust from under the carpet. 
Possibly It may he something under 
the floor. No one has ever taken the 
trouhle to look and see, as the spaco 
under the floor Is not spacious enough 
for one to. visit without considerable 
Inconvenience ; besides, there Is no 
ready means of access to the inclos- 
ure, except by making a : liol6 through 
a stone wall, and so the matter has not 
been investigated. Snppose we Btep 
outside, and- undertake the taBk, 
What do we find ? Perhaps a dozen 
rats who were fed arsenic In the cel- 
lar or pantry, and sought out this as 
a convenient place to die In, or maybe 
maliciously thought to retaliate for 
their own poisoning by poisoning their 
destroyers. Perhaps the pet rabbit, 
which mysteriously disappeared' a few 
months ago, apprehending approach- 
ing death from surfeiting, has sought 
this secluded spot to breathe, hie last, 
as evidenced by his decomposing re- 
mains. At any rate, there is great 
need of the services of a scavenger, 
and we wonder how it would he pos- 
sible to Invent a more ingenious con-, 
trlvance for accomplishing the phy 
slcal ruin of a family, were such n, 
flendtBh design to be executed. 

Sanitary Survey of a Back Yard. — 
Now let ub glance around a little. The' 
front yard 1b orderly and Inviting, of 
courBs. Graveled walks, a smoothly- 
cut lawn, a few elegant shrubs and 
evergreens, all suggest the highest de- 



grss of neatness and good taBte. Let 
us step around to the back yard. What 
a contrast ! Close by ths door stands 
a garbage-barrel, which testifies to at 
least two or the sensea ; that Its history 
goes far back Into the dim past. .Once 
a week the man comes with a 
cart, and e&ptles the unsavory re- 
ceptacle, stirring to the hottom Its 
reeking contents. At all hours of the 
day and night this half-rotten recep- 
tacle of decomposing matter sends out 
upon the air Its fl!thy emanations. 

Near by Is a hrown-loofting spot of 
earth, over which aro eagerly crawl- 
ing myriads uf the first insects of the 
season, and from which ascends a 
noxious vapor, visible In the cool 
morning air, but not difficult to dis- 
cover If not visible, by Its pungent, 
nauseating odor. ThiB, the gardener 
explains, is- the dumping place for 
the dlsupan and the washtub since 
the drain-pipe became dogged, u tevi 
months ago. Frozen up during the 
winter. It waB annoying only by Its 
unsightly appearance ; but when the 
vernal sun cams, the accumulation of 
months sent forth a coBBtant stream 
df noisome isme(lB,. which are too 
often experienced to need farther des- 
cription. 

A rod or two from the house we 
notice a little depression In the 
ground. This, we learn, Is tbe loca- 
tion of the cesspool. The boardB 
which once formed Its roof have rot- 
ted away, and allowed the overlying 
earth to drop. into the receptacle be- 
neath, which originally consisted of a 
bottomless bos' or barrel, Iralf-ailed 
with stones, and connected with the 
kitchen sink by means of a long wood- 
en box. The wood has' now nearly 
disappeared, a few rotten fragments 
only remaining. Out of thlB putres- 
cent hole rlaes a stench which flndB 
no counterpart elsewhere than In sim- 
ilar contrivances for domestic puisuu- 
ing. Horrible, nauseating; loathsome, 
are faint wordB to descrlhe the dens* 
vapors which ascend from tbls repos- 
itory of liquid filth.
